22, 26, and 30); 

- a regional divider configured to perform a regional division in which said wavelet 
conversion coefficients are divided into a plurality of coefficient groups in 
accordance with conditions such that coefficients existing in a spatial location are 
sorted into a corresponding group (see independent claim 34, 36, 38, 40, 42, and 
43).
